Fair? 

Novelties.  We  added  over  60  new  varieties  to  our  list  of  good  glads  and  dropped 
a  few  which  are  not  sufficiently  advertised  or  are  outclassed  by  improved  varieties  of 
similar  nature.  We  have  many  more  varieties  on  hand  for  trial,  especially  foreign 
kinds,  which  are  either  not  tested  enough  by  us  or  which  are  not  in  sufficient  quantity 
on  hand  to  pay  for  the  space  in  the  catalog,  which  is  by  no  means  cheap. 

If  you  therefore  have  no  use  for  this  catalog,  give  it  to  somebody  who  might 
want  such  bulbs. 

Names:  Alphabetical  order.  We  still  follow  the  Telephone-Book  System, 
placing  those  bulbs  which  are  named  after  persons  according  to  the  last  name.  E.  g., 
Phipps  is  found  under  P  and  not  under  W.  H.  Phipps  and  not  under  Mr.  Phipps; 
Mrs.  Leon  Douglas  is  found  under  Douglas,  Mrs.  Leon. 

To  avoid  any  errors  in  the  variety,  we  have  given  the  originator  with  every 
variety. 

Dates:  Most  of  the  varieties  have  a  number  of  days  behind  the  names.  They 
are  the  approximate  blooming  dates,  if  planted  in  May.  We  did  not  check  the  dates 
last  year,  and  so  the  new  ones  are  going  without  this  information. 

We  will  be  generous  in  filling  your  order,  giving  liberal  counts  and  extras.  We 
will  be  grateful  for  addresses  of  flower  lovers  and  home  owners  to  whom  we  can  send 
our  catalog  with  some  possibility  of  getting  an  order.  Such  favors  will  help  our  cause 
and  earn  extra  bulbs. 

About  size  of  bulbs:  Our  bulbs  are  listed  in  3  sizes:  large,  medium,  and  small. 
Large  are  1  and  2,  medium  3  and  4,  small  5  and  6.  Large  bulbs  produce  heavy  typi¬ 
cal  spikes.  Medium  bulbs  give  good  spikes  blooming  a  little  later  than  the  large  ones. 
Small  bulbs  are  uncertain  to  bloom,  but  are  grown  to  produce  fine  bulbs  for  next 
season. 

Bulblets:  Those  who  like  the  new  expensive  varieties  but  do  not  want  to  spend 
much  money  or  who  want  to  increase  them  in  great  numbers  may  buy  bulblets.  Some 
excellent  growing  varieties  bloom  the  first  year  with  a  small  spike,  but  most  of  the 
bulblets  make  only  a  small  bulb  and  may  bloom  the  following  year. 

Our  Guarantee:  All  our  planting-stock  was  treated  with  Semesan  and  Calo- 
green,  thus  assuring  healthy  bulbs.  We  take  great  care  in  keeping  all  bulbs  true  to 
name,  and  if  any  should  be  found  otherwise,  we  are  ready  to  replace  them  to  the  full 
amount  paid. 

Besides  this  catalog,  we  also  publish  a  Wholesale  List  carrying  prices  on  larger 
quantities  of  bulbs  than  are  listed  in  this  catalog.  Should  you  care  to  have  the  Whole¬ 
sale  List,  we  will  gladly  send  it  to  you.  Furthermore,  we  are  in  a  position  to  quote 
you  very  attractive  prices  on  planting-stock  in  quantity  of  most  varieties  listed  herein. 
Ask  for  our  prices  before  you  buy. 

Time  limit  for  orders:  We  appreciate  early  orders.  They  will  have  the  as¬ 
surance  of  getting  all  varieties  wanted,  before  any  are  sold  out.  No  bulblets  available 
after  April  5. 

Discount:  On  varieties  selected  from  the  catalog  at  the  regular  price  we  allow 
a  discount  in  additional  bulbs  of  10%  for  orders  between  $5-$10;  a  discount  of  20% 
on  orders  from  $10— $20 ;  a  discount  of  25%  on  orders  over  $20.  No  discount  but  gener¬ 
ous  overcount  on  orders  less  than  $5.  No  discount  on  Collections  and  Mixture.

CULTURAL  NOTES 

It  is  not  enough  to  buy  the  better  glads,  you  must  also  grow  them  the  better  way. 

Where  to  plant?  Gladiolus  must  have  a  sunny  place.  Type  of  soil  is  not  im¬ 
portant,  clay  or  sand  or  gravel,  they  grow  everywhere  as  long  as  they  have  sunlight 
and  enough  fertility  to  grow. 
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Soil  fertility:  If  your  soil  does  not  provide  enough  fertility  —  and  it  does  not 
unless  you  know  by  experience  —  you  must  give  fertilizer.  Manure  worked  into  the 
ground  the  fall  before  planting  is  excellent.  Fresh  manure  dug  into  the  ground  just 
ahead  of  planting  in  the  spring  will  not  be  good,  it  leaves  too  many  open  spaces  in  the 
soil,  where  the  roots  dry  out.  If  no  application  of  manure  was  given  in  the  fail, 
ground  sheep  manure  mixed  with  the  soil  will  do.  Bonemeal  can  be  used,  but  it  is 
rather  slow  acting. 

For  the  growing  glads  we  recommend  artificial  fertilizer.  But  which  kind?  — 
Nobody  can  tell.  The  reason  is,  that  nobody  knows  what  kind  of  plant-food  is  already 
in  the  soil.  You  won’t  go  wrong  by  using  any  of  the  complete  commercial  fertilizers, 
Vigoro,  Nitrophoska,  Vert,  etc.  The  amount  to  be  used  depends  on  the  nitrogen  con¬ 
tent.  A  15%  nitrogen  fertilizer  should  not  be  applied  at  a  higher  rate  than  200  lbs. 
to  the  acre  (an  acre  being  practically  44,000  square  feet)  for  a  single  application. 
Other  fertilizers  accordingly.  The  nitrogen  content  is  given  on  the  bag  (the  law 
forces  the  manufacturer  to  do  that).  Here  a  little  mathematics  comes  handy  and  if 
forgotten,  ask  your  little  girl  in  the  sixth  grade,  she  will  figure  it  out  for  you. 

Planting:  Most  people  make  the  mistake  of  planting  too  far  apart.  All  that 
glads  need  is  room  to  stand,  light  and  circulation  of  air.  Plant  double  rows  with  2- 
inch  space  between  the  bulbs.  This  way  they  stand  up  much  better.  They  should  be 
planted  with  the  same  spacing  when  scattered  among  perennials.  Rows  should  be  18 
inches  apart  to  provide  air  and  light.  For  field  culture  wider  rows  are  wanted  to  make 
horse  or  tractor  cultivation  possible. 

Depth  of  planting:  If  good  flowers  are  wanted  that  will  stand  up  without  sup¬ 
port,  4-5  inches  is  not  too  deep.  For  bulblets  production  shallow  planting  is  more 
desirable. 

Cultivation  begins  soon  after  planting.  It  is  a  good  practice  to  remove  the  first 
weeds  before  the  gladiolus  are  up.  Weekly  cultivation  will  do  much  to  preserve  the 
moisture  needed  for  the  development  of  the  plants,  especially  if  a  water  supply  is  not 
on  hand.  Cultivation  should  be  very  shallow  late  in  the  season  when  the  glads  be¬ 
gin  to  bloom. 

Watering:  A  generous  supply  of  water  will  help  to  produce  excellent  spikes. 
More  water  is  needed  if  glads  are  planted  close  together  or  in  perennial  borders,  where 
they  are  pressed  by  other  plants  with  a  more  extensive  root  system.  Too  frequent 
watering  should  be  avoided,  a  thorough  soaking  from  time  to  time  is  much  better. 
An  overhead  sprinkler  turned  on  over  night  is  ideal. 

Blooming:  This  is  the  time  to  enjoy  the  reward  of  patient  labor.  For  home 
decoration  the  spikes  should  be  cut  when  the  first  flower  opens.  Usually  the  color 
keeps  much  better  if  allowed  to  open  inside.  If  many  flowers  are  wanted  for  special 
occasion,  they  can  be  stored  away  at  a  temperature  of  35-40  degrees,  where  they 
hold  out  in  good  condition  for  three  weeks.  This  keeping  quality  is  especially  welcome 
for  the  flower  show. 

Timing  the  flowers:  In  order  to  get  a  certain  variety  in  bloom  for  a  show, 
you  must  time  it.  For  this  purpose  our  catalog  contains  the  approximate  number  of 
days  required  for  blooming.  It  is  impossible  to  give  the  exact  number  of  days  re¬ 
quired  for  any  variety  as  this  will  vary  each  year.  The  blooming  of  a  flower  is  de¬ 
pendent  on  the  weather  conditions,  and  on  the  size  of  the  bulb  planted  and  on  the 
time  when  planted.  To  allow  for  this  uncertainty  you  have  to  allow  a  period  of  5 
days  either  way. 

After  blooming  the  seeds  pods  should  be  removed  if  they  are  not  wanted  for 
seed.  They  are  no  ornaments. 

Digging:  In  October,  when  the  frost  has  cut  down  the  tender  plants,  it  will 
be  time  to  dig  the  bulbs.  The  foliage  should  be  cut  close  to  the  bulb  and  the  bulbs 
allowed  to  dry.  They  should  not  be  left  outdoors  over  night,  night  frost  might  kill 
them.  It  does  not  pay  to  collect  and  grow  the  bulblets  of  the  common  varieties.  Ex¬ 
pensive  bulblets  should  be  taken  up  carefully,  labeled  properly  and  stored  away 
where  they  do  not  dry  out  too  much.  When  the  bulbs  are  dry,  they  can  be  cleaned  and 
the  old  bulb  removed  from  the  bottom  of  the  new  one.  A  storage  of  40  degrees  is 
lesions  or  spots  on  the  bulbs.  They  are  caused  by  several  fungi  and  are  best  treated 
ideal,  but  a  higher  temperature  will  do. 

Diseases:  Bulbs  are  frequently  attacked  by  a  number  of  diseases,  that  produce 
with  Semesan.  1  oz.  of  Semesan  to  3  quarts  of  water.  A  short  time  before  planting 
both  healthy  and  diseased  bulbs  are  placed  in  the  solution  for  7  hours,  removed  and 
dried.  This  treatment  prevents  the  new  bulbs  from  becoming  infected.

INTRODUCTION

From  a  single  plant  raised  from  a 
single  root  I  cut  up  to  now  (Oct.  15)  394  blossoms,  not  counting  the  many  buds  which 
are  cut  along  with  the  flower  stems.  If  the  frost  stays  away  long  enough,  we  will 
enjoy  our  Dahlias  for  a  good  time.  Here  those  flowers  are  simply  indispensable  for 
decorating  our  altars.”
